Hkatokthk K Ait iii's IxTKiiron Voi.oakoks, 
It is general ly believed by men of science, 
and others, that the interior of the earth is a 
mass of molten matter, the heat of whiuh is 
intense beyond that which can be produced 
bv known artificial modes. Many of tberncka 
which form the crust of the enrlh scorn to have 
been oneo in a fluid condition, and no skill 
possessed by man cun reduce some of them 
by heat to the state in which they once er-w 

1. -ted. Dr. Siiistrom.a Swedish astronomer, 
expresses it as his belief that the inferior ol 
the ear ill is occupied by cuircnts of various 
degrees of heat, which mix with each other 
anil attain a certain degree of temperature in 
the same manner as substances subjected to 
all the physical influence* uf the earth's ex- 
terior. In othor words, the theory is that a 
mass of fluid possessing different tempera- 
tures in dill'i-rent parts of its inferior, must 
bo subjected to a process ot convection. 
The result is usually a change of volume 
in the entire mass of circulating 
fluid, causing eruptions like those of 
volcanoes. Jo llekhi, however, the famous 
volcanic motuitnin "I Iceland, ilio heal seems 
to be local, nut proceeding from any great 
depth in fhe interior of the earth. A wiiter 
in t lie 'London Quarter! ij. who has visited it, 
states that while vapors wcic issuing from the 
black snnd summit, in the crater itself, some 
hundred fathoms below, were gaping ice- 
holes and great masses of snow side by side 
with sulphurous steam-jets." The poet who 
used Hekla as un illustration of blowing hot 
and cold with one btealli was true to nature : 
for, Strange enough, while one port 1,1 the 
cone is quite cold on the surface; steam is 
issuing from anotl er part higher up, showitl i 
that the heat is local, and dependent upon 
the fiery character of the under beds. This 
is proved by the experiment of an Icelander 
at another place, who discovered that the

Am [ncidest of Hawaiian History. — 
Tho Honolulu Advertiser Says: — Poi, which 
iviili Hawaiians, holds the place of bread 
with foreigners, is just now very scarce and 
dear. The cause ul the hirjh price lias boon 
discussed on ''ilie corner' 1 and elsewhere bin 
it is as yet unsettled whether it is attribut- 
able "to the war," to speculation, or rice culti- 
vation: but quite likely boih the latter causes 
have hail some effect on it. Our friend ''Ken- 
tuck" iccaila to our memory an incident 
which many may remember us having occur- 
red ill the j;oiid old days of '48 or ! 9 n lien the 
Governor's word was iuvv and gospel. There 
was n famine in those days, or r.illier bi^li 
prices prevailed, and a calabash of poi, which 
formerly commanded 25 cents sold for 7;"i 
-cents. The ris-e in the price of poi, mid the 
complaints of the people soon reached the 
ears of (Jov. Keltuatinoa, who said it was 
purely a speculation and must be slopped. 
So the next day, taking his cane, ho walked 
into the poi market, whera the calabashes 
were all ranged in a row, and the specula 
tors in the "staff of life" were assembled and 
hawking ihcir wares us eagerly and noisily as 
brokers in a modern sine!; exchange. His 
Excellency watched them a little while, 
when; walking up to the first calabash, he 
asked Ilie piiec. "Kkoln hapaha." (95 edits.) 
said the owner, and I lie Cluv. drew up his cano 
and smashed in the container, scattering its 
contents here and there. Passing on lo the 
second calabash, he mad a the same inquiry 
and received the same nnswi r, w hen i t ind its 
contents were scattered in the saino inaunei. 
The next seller wisely dropped his price to 50 
cents, itinl the Governor spared Lis lot, 
and found no one else above that figure. The 
price, of poi suddenly collapsed, and no fur- 
ther complaints were heard of the combina- 
tion poi dealers! 

Oannckakd' MtsKKTiiY. — Ocn. Rosokruns, 
jit his report of the battle of Murfreesboro, 
estimates that of 20,000 rounds of artillery 
Jired by the Unionists, 723 hit the enemy : 
arid 6r2,0OO,OOO rounds of musketry, i:!,8:i2 
were effeotuoh This would show that 27 
cannon shots, or 155 musket shots were re- 
quired to hit one man. Averaging the hitler 
at one ounce each, the weight of metal re-

what may we not expect in these colonies, I frr., rjtiin farm is IN tub SAANicn 
where every indication of uielalic wealth is 
fo promising — hut of which even tho geog- 
raphy cannot yet be said to he thoroughly 
known. Take the country between the month 
of the fraser and Alexandria, how very little 
«?e do ktiow of it. Miles and miles of it have 
nover been trodden by the foot of 11 white 
man. From the little wo know of it, there 
is every possibility of gold, silver, and cop- 
per being found in the mountains, ol which 
it is mainly composed. Wash gold, has, in 
fact, been found Jin streams llowing from 
them. The accounts received a few days ago, 
and at various limes previously, from Bridge 
River, show that it must exist in considera- 
ble quantities. And so with respect to silver, 
of which the indications are of ilio strongest 
kind. As to the existence of copper, in large 
quantities, there can scarcely be the possi- 
tiili'tv Of a ili.nM. The gold, silver, and cop 
per bands which are found in ilie hack-bone of 
tho "American Continent, from North to 
South, only require searching for to be brought 
to light. The inducements towards entering 
into a thorough prospect of the lower 
countryfor various metals, aro fat greater 
riow than they were a few years ago. There 
was a doubt then among a great many of the 
probability of these countries rapidly attaining 
to t lie prominent position Which is now- 
narked oul lor them. All hesitation has now, 
however, vanished. Xo one fears to embark 
io extensive and cosily undertakings, from 
an idea that in ;i few years nil the prosperity 
and population ol the country will vanish 
" like tho baseless fabric ol'n vision." Orcal 
lines of internal communication have been 
opened, connecting the northern El Dorado, 
at ono extreme of the Colony, with the sen 
board at the other. The difficulties ol travel 
nrd the transportation of freight are every 
day becoming less. The country is becoming 
prepared for something more than alluvial 
milling. As it has been in California, so we 
may expect it to be here. Gold and silver 
quartz mining, and copper mining will follow- 
close in the wake of creek and gulch dig- 
gings. The cost of transporting mills, ma- 
chinery, and provisions being reduced, the 
principal physical obstacles lo deep mining 
may be said to have vanished. Nor do wc 
think that capital will bo longer withheld. 
The monied men of the Old Country are fust 
becoming aware of the splendid field thai 
lies open to them for investment in these Co 
Ionics. The monies they have been wont lo 
contribute towards developing the resources 
of foreign countries, they will soon turn to a 
bei'er use in building up one of the latest 
but, let us hope, not one ol the least uf the 
Colonics of the British down. They have 
helped to make Chile ono of the first copper- 
producing countries in the world. They have 
developed the gold mines of Brazil. ThcJ 
have sunk their millions in the silver mines ul 
Mexico. Having dealt thus with foreign coun- 
tries, it is not to be supposed that when we 
shall hnvceonvineed Ihem of tho soundness of 
om- claims upon their notice, that we shall 
be passed by. The importance, therefore, ol 
exploring the gold. hearing streams of the 
Lower Country to their source in the moun- 
tains needs no further comment. The proba- 
bility of discovering auriferous and argenti- 
ferous quartz, one would think, would be 
quite sufficient to warrant the organisation ol 
prospecting parties. Even though the veins 
should not turn out as rich as. some of those 
in Cariboo, still, more might yet be made oul 
of them from their proximity to the seaboard. 
"We see no reason why we should not in u 
few years make some a; proncll to tho piclure 
of mining activity that presents itself in Cali 
lornia and the adjacent territories. Until these 
Colonies shall Lave been explored to even a 
tithe uf the extent of those con I! I tics, we see 
no reason for concluding that we present only 
a limited field for tho milling oven ol precious 
rnelals. So far everything bids us persevere. 
Every indication tends to a favorable issue, 
and leads us to expert that the mountains and 
hills of British Columbia nre do less rich in 
minerals ihan the Golden Slate ol the 
South.
